‘The repression which Hitler has been forced 
to employ on his own people and on the inhabit 
‘ants of the occupied countries is bound in the 
Tong run to have a disastrous effect, This point 
ig brought out in the comment of several 
American journals which is quoted today by 
Reuter, These journals look for a cracking up 
‘of German morat when German cities have been 
consistently bombed by the British, as British 
cities have been bombed by the Nazis. It is not 
belleved that.the Germans will stand up to the 
pounding which the British have taken so cour- 
ageously, for tey lack the tenacity of the

British race. This is probably true of the Ger 
‘mans who still remain outside concentration 
camps, but there have been tales of the most: 
determined resistance to Nazi oppression by 
Germans themselver which prove that some of 
them at least possess every bit as much tenacity 
1s any other people. It is unfortunate for Hitler 
that this section of the German people is irradic~ 
ably opposed to him. They have either been 
forced to flee abroad or they have been rounded 
‘up with all sorts of barbarilies into the concent 
ration centrey which Hiller and his ilk regard 
‘28 such a boon to the whole people. The in- 
exible resolution of these Germans must give 
Hiller some doubtful moments when he thinks 
of it. He has contemptuously spoken of the 
German poople as “sheep.” But these opponents 
Of his are not sheep by any means. They repres- 
ent much of what is best in the German nation, 
‘They are leaders in science, education and even 
inddstry, but they have elther been tortured or 
‘kicked ‘out in ignominy because they refused to 
‘sell their birthright of individual: independence 
in short, because they refused to be “sheep.” 
These people are true heroes in their way, but 
there exist behind them many thousands of Ger~ 
‘mans who subseribe on the surface to Nazi doc- 
rine, because they have not got the courage to 
come out against it in open defiance, The lives 
‘of these people are dominated by fear. Their 
patriotism, their love of their country, has be- 
come a secondary emotion. They fear their rulers, 
they fear lest thelr best friends might at any 
time inform against them, they fear for the lives. 
of the children and also for their souls, when 
these children are remorselessly swallowed up in 
the Nazi war machine, Fear is a very bad 
‘emotion to be under continuously, since it is 
the direct inspiration of hatred, which is the 
mast dangerous emotion of ail, since it_will 
‘override fear, sometimes with Horrible effects, 
So long as the successes won by the Nazis con- 
tinue, it is possible that fear will continue to 
dominate hatred, but when the German people 
fare brought to realize that their sacrifices have 
been in vain, that they have been the dupes 
‘and victims ‘ot power-crazed gangsters, then 
there will be an outburst. Can even a German 
belleve that his lot is in any way bettered by 
the campaign of slaughter and rape which 
Hitler has let loose aver Europe? Can the so- 
‘called injustices of the Versailles Treaty, which 
‘could have been righted, anyway, by negotia- 
tion, be remedied by inflicting further injustices. 
‘often upon people who had no say in forming 
the Versailles Treaty? This conception, upon 
which the Nazis fanatically insist, inspires 
nothing but indignant repudiation, as! an insult 
to the intelligence which stil) survives in many 
corners of the world.

“Another delusion of the Japanese 
‘was the convietion that national unity 
could never be attained by the 
Chinese, a view often put forward in 
the assértion that China is not a 
nation but a geographical term, After 
their” spurious success of sowing 
political’ dleord among rival factions 
in a period of civil strife, the Japan 
ese are disconcerted by the solidarity 
of military leaders in face of the 
invasion, 

"It is true that they haye induced 
Mr, “Wang Ching-wel to set up a 
‘eontral” Government at Nanking 
under the protection of thelr bayonets. 
But in spite of all his efforts, Mr. 
Wang Ching-wel has stilt failed to 
attract a single adherent of national

Since thelr first ex- 
ploits against the Japanese in Shans, 
they have beon steadily losing favour, 
especially among the youth of thé 
country, which has been itked by 
so much talk and 0 little action that 
It no longer looks to them for the 
future, Moscow has sedulously re- 
frained from using the Communists 
in China, taking the realistic view 
that tho’ war of resistance ean be 
continued only by giving undivided 
support to the Generalissimo, Numerl- 
cally also the Communists are dimin. 
{ishing in importance, and the Gov- 
‘ernment, with vast new armies, 1s

“Moderates on both sides, however, 
recognize that the dispute is harmful 
to China's prestige, and most foreign 
‘observers believe that it will not be 
allowed to get out of hand, 

The Japanese are learning bitter 
lessons in’ thelr efforts to blockade 
China, Th theory, the Chinese coast 
has been blockaded from the Gulf of 
Chihlt tn the north to the Bay of 
‘Tonkin tn the south. Yet in fact, 05 
fast as the Japanese close up one dap, 
onother appears, like a hole ins 
Jeaking hosepipe, 

“There fs no doubt that rocont raids, 
such as the decent on Pakhol, ard 
severe blows to the Chinese, causing 
interruption of routes and ‘destruc~ 
lon of valuable supplies, Nor can 
the Burma road, especially since the 
unresisted attacks on the Mekong | 
River bridges, wholly compensate for

UNEASY COUNTRIES 
April 23. 

While it is only natural that the greatest 
attention should be focussed upon what is 
happening in Greece, where the Germans are 
exerting every effort to rupture the Anglo- 
Greek lines, which they have been prevented 
from doing’ up to the present, events elso- 
Where suggest that Hitler is proceeding with 
plan to engage the British at every pos- 
sible point, Increasing credence is being 
given to reports that he is bringing additional 
pressure upon Spain formally to enter the 
‘Axis, as a prelude to an attack upon Gibral 
iar, oF in an effort to close the straits if it 
is found impossible to capture the Rock. Up 
to the present General ‘Franco has stead 
{asily refused to side actively with the Axis, 
chiefly because his country, poverty-stricken 
ais a result of the civil war, is sadly in need 
of the food and other assistance which can 
only be obtained by maintaining the strictest 
neutrality. “Hitler has several times endeav- 
oured to drag General Franco at the wheel 
of his chariot, but et Cauditlo has suecess- 
fully withstood all blandishments and pres 
sure realizing fully what was in the best 
Interests of the people over whom he rules. 
Entry of Spain into the war, or even the 
granting of permission for German troops to 
eros Spanish soll from occupied France to 
the-environs of Gibraltar would mean the 
Inclusion of Spain in the British blockade 
with all the misery that that would entail 
for the Spaniards, 

It is quite obvious that'it the Germans dia 
succeed in securing control of the western

UNITED STATES IN? 
April 24. 

Elsewhere in this issue there appears a 
Reuter cable deseribing the dramatic change 
whic is coming over opinion in the United 
Slates, and the growing support for recent 
utterances of the President relative to the 
production and despatch of war materials and| 
other assistance to Great Britain and her 
Allies.

Tt has been made quite plain in the 
United States that, if the German blockade’ 
fs found able to prevent American supplies) 
reaching the British Isles, the United States! 
navy will convoy the ships carrying them, 
[Should the German submarines and aeroplanes 
seek to interfere with them, the Americans 
will shoot, and they then will be as much 
in the war as any other people the Germans 
have attacked. ‘Tho world will probably 
soon see that the enormous resources of the 
‘English speaking peoples, pooled for a com- 
‘mon purpose, will not be denied that victory 
without whiea they must cesse to exist. 
‘What has happened up to the present amount 
to but preliminary skirmishes in the huge 
struggle which is toward. And the man who 
has done most to bring that about is Hitler 
himself. It js he who has brought the United 
States into the war. Confident of his ability 
to gain the day Hitler has at no time dis- 
guised his ultimate purposes, and the Amer- 
ean public have been brought to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that a German victory over 
the European democracies would mean the 
‘disappearance of the last defence between 
themselves and the iniquitous system which 
that evil man is seeking to impose upon the 
world,

‘and reports of the ‘hospital trains moving 
northwards out of Greece, which emanate 
from neutral, but well informed sources, in- 
dicate that the Greeks and the British have 
given the Germans a most severe mauling, 
though weight of numbers and superiority in 
the amount of equipment has all along given 
the Germans the advantage, 

The probability of there having to be 
an evacuation from Greece is one which was 
realized from the very outset-of the struggle 
in that country. ‘That, however was no rea- 
son why the British should not have gone 
to the aid of their gallant Greek allies. It 
‘would have been highly dishonourable not 
to have done so, and, at the risk of weaken 
ing the British situation in northern Africa, 
‘the British command threw forees into Greece 
in the hope of being able to hold up the 
German advance. That they have not sue- 
‘eceded in doing up to the present, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether or not they will 
‘be more successful along the new and shorter 
ine on which they have carefully prepared 
posts. Far from the retreat being precipitate 
fas the German propagandists would have the 
world believe, this rearguard battle has been 
most orderly, speaking well for the moral of 
the troops whose display ranks well with the 
epic retreat from Mons in the early months 
‘of the past war. 

‘The claim that the Germans have oc- 
cupied the island of Samothrace has not been 
confirmed. If they have it will probably 
prove to be a move of prime importance as 
bringing German forces almost to the mouth 
‘of the Dardanelles, Imbros being the only 
{sland on the way ‘to that important avenue 
of communication with the Black Sea. It is 
by no means clear that the Greeks placed 
much importance on the defence of Samoth- 
race, realizing that once ‘Thrace itself had 
gone the possibility of holding on ‘to the 
{sland would be slim indeed. It may still 
be somewhat premature to hold that a total 
evacuation of Greece may become necessary, 
though the probabilities suggest that to be 
the wisest course in the circumstances. Much 
depends upon the ability of the Allied forces 
to defend the narrow peninsula along the line 
they have now taken up. But of this there 
can be the completest certainty: the Greeks 
and the British have succeeded in giving the 
Germans and the Italians the worst man-. 
handling they have endured since this war 
began. ‘They have shown to the world that, 
given equipment anywhere near approaching 
that of the Germans, and it was only the 
comparatively small British force that was 
80 fitted out, it Is possible for brave, dete:- 
mined men to make the enemy pay dearly 
for whatever advantage he may have gained. 

For that reason this adventure in Greece 
must be reduced to its proper perspective. 
Tt had to be embarked upon for reasons of 
honour,—sueh honour which the Germans 
cannot’ be expected to understand—and 
though there will be great regret if Greece 
hhas to be left, it must be remembered that 
it was never for one instance thought that the 
ultimate decision of this war would be reach- 
ed in that country. ‘This is one of the events 
of war which have to be expected. Doubt- 
less the pendulum will swing backwards and 
forwards many times before there set- in 
those prospects of final vietory for democracy 
without which this struggle will not be end- 
ed. There {s surely no ground for undue un- 
easiness over the present situation. Mr. 
Churehill has flatly denied that there was 
public disquiet at home where “the public 
are showing all those qualities of stability 
and phlegm when things are not going well, 
which have made us what we are and car- 
ried us thus far on our journey.” 











A GLORIOUS. NATION

With the capitulation of the Greek armies 
in Epirus and Macedonia, and the evacua- 
tion of other forces by sea, the fact has to 
bbe, faced that the Germans have succeeded 
in ‘assisting their Italian allies, and:are now 
on the verge of complete occupation of 
Greece. Thus Hitler has finished up for 
‘Mussolini the inglorious mess into which he 
got himself when he decided upon invasion. 
There does not appear to be much talk in 
Rome of an Italian victory. It would be 
idle if there were, for the fact is that the 
Germans were completely responsible for 
movements ‘which forced the Greek with- 
‘drawal. Nevertheless the success of the 
Germans is such that the Greek King and his 
Government have been obliged to leave 
Athens and establish themselves in Crete 
signifying that though the Germans may 
‘overrun the country the Government intends 
to fight-on as best it can, ‘There has not 





been any capitulation on the part of the 
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‘take up a pésition along the line stretching | Greek Government, and the struggle will be 


continued with the forees which have man- 
aged to get away by sea, 

In this hour of reverse it is as well to look 
back over what has been happening with 
regard to Greece during the past few months, 
‘Mussolini, faneying that the military machine 
which he had fashioned would be able to 
walk over Greece in the space of a few da} 
‘struck out of Albania with an invasion whi 
did: for a short while make some progress, 
Then, when the Greeks had fully mobilized 
their’ strength, they struck back, and in a 
very short while had rid their country of the 
invader and were fighting him in his own 
territory, The almost unbroken series of 
‘successes which the Grecks gained over the 
Ualians will undoubtedly prove one of the 
most glorious pages in what was even be- 
fore that a very glorious history. Against 
greater numbers, better equipped, the Greeks 
had little but their courage to strengthen 
them, and the sound thrashing which .they 
‘administered to the Italians was every whit 
as imposing as that which the British in- 
flieted upon the same people in Cyrenaica 
‘and north-eastern Africa, 

When Hitler decided to move against 
Greece he threw forces into the field out- 
numbering the combined British and Greek 
forces, several times. By sheer weight of 
men and metal the Germans were able to 
forge ahead against a most stubborn re- 
sistance. There are some who seek to criti- 
eize the British for ever venturing into the 
Balkans, or, as they have, for not sending 
there more substantial forces, ‘The facts are 
that Great Britain considered herself in 
honour bound to give to the Greeks all the 
assistance she possibly could, but it is ap- 
parent that while that was done, it had the 
effect of weakening the British’ position in 
northern Africa to such an extent that the 
Positions conquered in Cyrenaica had to be 
‘abandoned before the advance of Italian 
forces considerably strengthened by German 
reinforcements, without which it is doubtful 
whether the Italians would ever have dared 
to make the attempt. Even now, in face of* 
the reverse which the Allies have suffered 
in Greece, there cannot be the slightest doubt 
that the decision by the British command to 
run the risk in northern Africa of sonding 
help to Greece is justified on moral grounds 
no matter how it may be regarded from a 
purely practical, military point of view. 

It is inevitable that the enemy should be 
indulging in his usual song and dance about 
the iniquity of the British in not sending 
greater strerigth to Greece and to quote one 
particularly foul article “getting others to 
fight for them.” Thi ‘gross ‘libel of a 
valiant and great race—the Greeks, They 
chose to fight for the ‘preservation of their 
honour and the salvation of their country if 
that were possible. They had no promise 
of British assistance when they decided to 
resist the Italians, fully realizing that sooner 
or later the Germans would be obliged to 
come to ald Mussolini's troops. As a free 
and noble people, and not as the dupes of 
the British, they’ decided to defend them- 
selves. It is to be.regretted that the issue 
has not been decided other than it has. But 
the end is not yet, and the time will come 
when the sacrifices of the Grecks ‘will be 
shown not to have been in vain, and they 
‘will regain their country richer ‘in honour 
than ever before.

outside his experience....But we think he 
hhas said too much or {09 little. "Too much, 
if what he says represents all he claims to 
know; for he knows ttle more than the 
‘competent reader of the press, Too little, if 
hhe wants a real assessment of his claim’ to 
speak, He ought to give us the whole of his 
‘mind. But I doubt if he will risk the dangers 
of that exposure.’ 

‘All that was written some time ago, With 
‘his reputation as an all round expert so deft- 
ly pricked, he again comes forward with the 
prophecy of Britain's defeat. He again proves 
‘that he does not know of what he is talking, 

, that he is completely unable to assess the 
reverie in Greece at its proper value, that 
he has no knowledge of the determination 
fof the British to suffer all things to ensure 
that victory without which this world will 
not be worth living in—not even for Col. 
Lindbergh himself. He'has only seen Bri- 
fain in times of peace, He has not, like Mr. 
Wendell Willkie, seen Britain standing up 
under the blows of the enemy air foree. He 
knows nothing of the moral of the people, 
Hig military expertness seems to be such 
that he sees in the reverse in Greece—a small 
matter compared with the vaster issues of 
the war as a whole,—something far greater 
in the natwwe of a German success than it 
is in actual fact, ‘The man has shown him= 
self completely unfitted to have any opinion 
at all except perhaps on aviation and a cer- 
tain branch of mechanical engineering. Con= 
sequently far from being depressing his de- 
larations should be regarded by Britons as 
dlistinetly heartening,

‘the desire of some members of the British 
Parliament for a full dress debate on the 
war situation will in all probability “be 
granted, though whether that will be entirely. 
‘wise, oF not depends largely upon the trend 
of the discussion. Obviously it would be 
quite wrong to hold a debate likely to afford 
the enemy any information, and if the House 
‘of Commons decides to hold its discussions 
in camera it will not be at all surprising. Tt 
4s, however, interesting to note that, while 
the new demand for a debate arises from the 
Allied reverse in Greece, the major points 
exercising the minds of parliamentarians are| 
not connected so much with immediate 
military operations as with the best methods 
of continuing to fight this war. Tt is natural 
that Mr. Anthony Eden should come in for 
some criticism, bul it has to be remembered 
that nothing has been disclosed as to the 
reason for his tour of the Near East, and the 
Question which is being asked is whether he 
achieved everything possible. That will re- 
main undetermined until he has had an’ 
opportunity of making a statement, though 
there is always some danger inherent in 
‘making public what was attempted, and what 
did not succeed. Diplomacy in times of war’ 
¢annot be conducted upon such wide open 
Hines. 

‘The two other questions which are occupy- 
ing attention are probably even more im- 
portant. It is desired to ascertain whether 
fresh blood is wanted in the Government, 
and also whether production is. suMieiently 
keyed up to the tempo of totalitarian war. 
‘There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
Democracy suffers a grave disadvantage in 
a war with (otalitarian states. In the former, 
while there has been a considerable suspen- 
sion of constitutional rights, the Government 
is still bound by limitations of which dicta- 
tors know nothing. Hitler is able to make 
decisions in the twinkling of an eye, knowing 
that he faces no political opposition, and is 
able ruthlessly fo suppress anything in the 
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or not new blood is wanted in: the Govern- 
ment, the formation of a smaller War Cabinet, 
hot necessarily. selected. from the present 
Ministers, would be able to work quicker, and 
deal with problems in a more clear-cut, 
manner. 

Nothing has occurred up to the present 
which should in any way diminish the con- 
Fidence of the Empire in the leadership. of 
Mr. Winston Churenill. "The. very fact that 
he is stil so greatly feared by the Germans 
thould be suficient (o ensure. his retention 
of office, but to that has to be added the 
undeniable fact that, despite occasional re~ 
verses, the position’ of Great. Britain has 
Vastly’ improved since be became Prime! 
Minister. Nevertheless it would probably be 
‘as well if the present somewhat large Cabinet 
wore reduced {0 a committee of essential 
Ininistrles capable of reaching quick decisions 
and putting them into effect. ‘There 3s, there 
fore. something to. be said for an_ inner 
Cabinet consisting of, say the Prime Minister, 
the Seeretary of State for War, the First Lord 
‘of the Admiralty, and the Foreign Secretary, 
feaving the other ministers stil members of 
the main Cabinet but with only a consultative 
role to be played vis-i-vis of the new or- 
sanization. 

‘On the question of whether British produc- 
tion is sulicientiy’ keyed “up to. the tempo 
of/a totalitarian war the issue really seems: 
fo be whether Mr. Ernest Bevin's resistance 
to anything which could be called industrial 
onsetiption should not be overridden. The! 
fact, that some 300,000 women were recently 
called up for industrial service, suggests that 
fafler all Mr. Bevin's opposition is not s0 
very strong, for that surely went a long way 
towards industrial conscription. The fact of 
the matter is that the trade ‘unionists are re~ 
Iuetant to abandon thelr authority, “which 
would certainly disappear for the duration 
of the war, if labour were as completely 
fonscripted as are those millions of men nov 
fn the British Army. But itis believed that 
the common sense of the trade unionist will 
perceive that itis necessary to whn this war 
The is to continue fo exist at all, for quite 
obviously a German” vielory would mean 
that he would disappear az completely in 
Great Britain as he has in Germany.

THE AFRICAN CAMPAIGNS

‘The news that the South African forces in 
Abyssinia have succeeded in breaking down 














nature of criticism. ‘There is, consequently a 
growing feeling in Westminster. that whether 


the first Italian defence before Dessie, and 
that the enemy troops manning them have. 


been forced to retreat is comforting, in- 
dicating that the last phase of the campaign 
in north-eastern Africa has been entered 
upon. Dessie ‘and Amba Alagi are probably 
the last two points at which the Italians will 
put up resistance. ‘The Due d'Aosta, who has 
been invited to surrender in order to protect, 
the Italian colonists in Abyssinia, has re- 
Jected the suggestion claiming that it is the

the areas which they have captured. It is a 
wholly absurd contention in view of the fact! 
that he, with remnants of his forees, appar= 
ently intends to continue a resistance which 
can only add to the general disorder, without 
in any way, humanly speaking, having a 
chance to redeem his broken foriunes. The 
Emperor Haile Selassie has on his part issued 
{instruction to his poople to deal with the 
Italians without brutality, and the Allies 
appear to have done all for thom which is 
possible in the circumstances. Nevertheless 
the Abyssinians have much to forget concern- 
ing the manner in which the IHalians have 
{treated them in the past, and the Duc d'Aosta 
fs deliberately imperilling his own people by. 
the continuance of a resistance which is 
doomed. 

The reason for this is not far to seek. The 
German reinforcement of the Italian troops 
in Cyrenaiea, and the reoccupation of that 
province right up to the Egyptian border have 
raised hopes in the breasts of the enemy that 
it may still be possible to invade Egypt and. 
secure control of the Suez Canal. The mis. 
sion of the Italian command in Abyssinia is 
to vontinue resistance with the hope of keep: 
ing as many British troops concentrated there 
who would otherwise go to reinforce the 
army in Egypt. That is not likely to succeed 
for long, for if the British continue the 
liguidation of the Ethiopian situation with 
the speed they have maintained all. along, 
the time should not be far distant when it 
will be possible to transfer substantial re- 
inforeements back into Egypt. In any event 
every endeavour will be-made to finish off 
in campaign before the seasonal 
are now very close at hand, 
hamper manceuvres. 

‘The situation in Cyrenaica appears to be 
that the Germans have succeeded in trans- 
porting about 90,000 men across the Mediter- 
Fanean. These ‘with 50,000 Italians com- 
prise a force of approximately 140,000 at 
the most with which the enemy hope to 
‘overcome the British troops and ‘seize Egypt. 
There will naturally be much speculation as 
fo when they will make their attempt. ‘The 
‘most difficult season for fighting in northern 
Africa is fast approaching, 
probable that the Germans will seek to per- 











fect their communications before making any 
move, the success 6f which depends entirely

upon the rapidity and certainty with which 
they can move supplies from the bases 
to the front line. If, therefore, they de- 
cide to wait until the end of the summer 
‘ings better weather conditions, such as 
those which enabled General Wavell to: ac~ 
‘count so splendidly for the Italian army, it 
not be surprising. On the other hand, 
however, the great desire of Hiller to force 
‘a quick decision may lead him to launch an 
attack much earlier. He is not likely to be 
‘concerned cither with the conditions in which 
hhis men will be fighting or the numbers of 
‘casualties likely to be caused thereby. 
There is no reason to-regard the situation 
north Afriea with any degree of anxiety. 
"Phe figures revealed concerning the strength 
of the British troops sent into Greece, do 
suggest that General. Wavell's force ‘was 
unduly weakened, but-it is thought that that 
fault_has since ‘been remedied, and that, 
should the combined enemy forees decide to 
make an attempt in Egypt, there are sufficient 
British troops at hand to render the e 
deavour particularly unprofitable. In this 
connection it must be remembered that as 
was the ease with the British advance into 
Cyrenaiea, the further the enemy advance 
Into the desert the greater his problems of 
supply, and the weaker his striking force. 
At the same time the main line of supplies 
‘and possibly further advance are along a road 
irectly under the fire control of the Navy 
the presence of which on the Egyptian coast 
is also another source of British strength 
there, 





























THE WAR REVIEWED

There are two reviews of the, war situ 
tion, one a leading article in “The ‘Times,” 
‘and'the other a speech by General Jan Smuts, 
South African Prime Minister, which should 
be read, marked, learnt and inwardly digest~ 
6d by everyone’ whose future depends upon 
the outcome of the struggle. In both in- 
stances. is the present situation reduced to its 
proper perspective. “The. Times” rightly 
points out that the eastern Mediterranean, 
‘and Egypt constitute a secondary theatre of 
war, but one of great importance which can- 
not be regarded as minor. Should Hitler ob- 
tain a success there, he would gain access 
to the resources of northern Africa, stand 
astride the Empire's main eastern com: 
‘munications, and open the way to the oilfields 
of Iraq and Iran, but it would not of itself 
bring him victory. Campaigns in Eastern 
Africa and Greece are regarded as minor in 
character, though the defence of Gibraltar by 
reason of its relation to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean is of considerable importance. It 
should not be believed that not one of these 
points is not vital, for Alexandria and the 
Suez Canal might very well prove to be, 
‘though the war could still be carried on if 
they were to fall, 
General Smuts tells those who look. upon 
recent events with some misgiving that they 
forget that in the last war the position of the 
Allies in that part of Europe was far worse 
than it is today, but even so, the Allied cause 
moved to a grand victory ‘in the end, He 
points out that if Hitler fails in his expected 
attack upon the fortress of Great Britain it~ 
self he will have reached the end of his 
tether, and in order to succeed he must sooner 
for later attempt invasion. ‘That is the fun- 
damental issue, and victories and diversions 
through the Balkans or other parts of Europe 
‘will not finally avail him; unless he over- 
runs Britain he has lost the war. ‘That is 
the opinion of a man celebrated as a mili- 
tary leader just as much as for his states- 
manship, and when he says that the Allied 
vietories in Afvien have put the Axis on the 
scrapheap he is expressing an opinion which 
has a great weight of authority behind it, 
‘There appear to be two reasons why Hit- 
ler is following the plan he has adopted of 
striking southeastwards into the Balkans on 
route, it is believed, to Asin Minor, The first 
is to obtain a few more victories, this time 
at very considerable cost in casualties, with 
which to dazzle the Germans who are’ being. 
brought (0 a painful realization of the grow- 
{ing strength of the R.A.F., and the second is 
his growing need for oil. ‘That is why he 
has shirked an attack upon Great Britain, 1 
is believed he will continue {o shirk it so 
long as he thinks he has any chance of ex- 
tending his resourees, for Mr, Hugh Dalton 
recently pointed out that the war was having 
decided effect upon Hitler's reserves and 
that their exhaustion is probably not so far 
loft as some people appear to believe, Much, 
of course, depends upon the outcome of the 
battle of ‘the Atlantic and the maintenance 
of British lines of communication across that 
oceiin, round the Cape and to a lesser degree 
in the Mediterranean, but, if she keeps these 
‘open and her sea-power survives the German 
attuck, Hitler will have lost without even the 
prospect of a stalemate being left him.

PIRATED BOOKS 
‘April 28. 

‘The question of pirated books, the produic~ 
tion of which has grown to hugo proportions, 
was raised last week by a reader who ex- 
pressed the opinion that he felt justified in 
purehasing pirated copies, since by doing so 
hhe did not see what injustice, or harm he 
was doing anyone. If he did not buy 
them he must deny himself reading matter ; 
if he did buy them he stood under reproot 
for encouraging dishonesty. What, he asked, 
was he to do, “It is an unfortunate fact that, 
owing to the drop in exchange, imported 
editions are now very expensive’ so far as 
those whose remuneration is in Chinese dol- 
lars are concerned, and certain ingenious 
people realized that there was a handsome, 
profit to be made by reproducing books photo- 
graphically and printing them from plates. 
‘The cost of production is relatively small, and 
in a very short while there were a number of 
concerns busily engaged in pirating practic~ 
ally.every new book that was Ukely to prove 
popular, When the impropriety of this busi- 
‘ness was discovered the local English lan- 
‘guage press entered into an agreement not | 
to accept advertisements from people selling 
these pirated editions, That was soon broken 
by some, though at least one newspaper still 
adheres to the undertaking that was then 
tiven. 

‘The principle underlying that original de- 
cision was that the production and sale of 
these books did in fact do an injustice to 
authors and publishers, not so much by de~ 
priving them of thelr royalties or profits, but 
by encouraging a completely dishonest prac- 
tice constituting the theft of the frult of other 
men’s brains and their conversion to the 
irate’s own benefit, It is a statement of fact 
that because of the high price in Chinese dol 
lars of imported books they do not now sell 
so freely as they did before, and that con- 
sequently nelther authors nor publishers can 
expect to draw the same profits, It seems 
‘to follow that the production of pirated edi- 
tions of theit works does not hurt them be- 
cause their revenue from this. market ha: 
almost if not entirely already disappeared, 

But that the whole business is decidedly 
immoral cannot for one moment be denied 
and from that point of view it is entirely’ 
indefensible, ‘There is not much to be said) 
for the cotrespondent's contention that if he| 
does not buy pirated books he denies him- 
self reading matter. Tt seems to amount to} 
no more than the plea of stacvation advanced 
as an excuse for the theft of a loaf of bread] 
from a baker's cart. Sympathy may be 
aroused thereby for the offender but it is still 
a theft, Need anyone in this day and age 
suffer from literary starvation? Is there 
anyone who can claim to have read all the 
worthwhile books whose numbers are legion ? 
Obviously not. Consequently if the stream 
of the latest books is for the moment dammed 
there is still a wealth of reading matter to 
be tapped by most readers. The question of 
textbooks, or works on the immediate topic 
of the war is somewhat different. ‘The first 
may be tools of a man’s trade. Nevertheless: 
the should purchase authorized editions if he 
possibly can, and only if he cannot ‘should| 
he resort to the output of the pirates, If that 
appears to be compounding with evil, the 
excuse undolibtedly is force of circumstance.

in his inspiring review of the war situation, 
that it is now a hackneyed figure of speech | 
to say that the British nation means to con- 



























































jquer or die. Tt is nevertheless an accurate! 
summary” of the spirit of the Empire and 
‘should be taken note of accordingly by friend 
[and foe alike. ‘The Prime Minister, as usual, 
did not conceal the gravity and danger of| 
the task which les before the Empire.. He| 
drow a picture of a monstrous war machine| 
Which is at present stretching from Egypt to 
the mid-Atlantic and from Norway to the 
heel ‘of Ttaly,-and foreshadowed that this 
machine may’ spread even wider, to include 
Spain and Morocco, and even the Ukraine 
and the Caspian Sea. ‘This is the machine 
against which the British Empire has pitted 
i resources and man-power, yet never ance 
did the Prime Minister allow a shadow of 
oubt of the ultimate outcome to creep into 
his utterances. Great Britain, through the 
use of her utmost energy and backed by the 
mighty United States of America, will win 
through. ‘The greatest peril which the 
‘country now faces is the threat by Hitler to) 
cut the life-line which exists between Britain 
‘and the other side'of the Atlantic. The battle| 
to preserve this lifeline, the Prime Minister| 
‘emphasized, is as important as was the Battle| 
fof Britain last summer and autumn. ‘The| 
Battle of Britain was won, and so will the 
Battle of the Atlantic. How greatly Pre~ 
sident Roosevelt's gesture in extending the 
sphere covered by American patrols is appre- 
lated by the British, and the help this will 
bbe in permitting the Navy to concentrate on 
waters nearer home in the destruction of 
German U-boats were also stressed. 

‘Mr. Churchill referred to the recent Bal- 
kkans Aghting as “grave disasters,” but affrm-| 
ed that the Empire was in honour bound to| 
{0 to the assistance of the Greeks, though it 
‘was known that the force the British could 
send to that country could not in themselves| 
stem the tide of German invasion, and that| 
by sending that force the garrison which| 
might otherwise have held the captured pro-| 
vince of Cyrenaica would be seriously weak- 
ened. Militarily, the result was unfortunate, 
‘The Greek army has been overwhelmed, and| 
there remains a small British force which at| 
the time of writing was fighting its way to| 
the sea. ‘The Germans and Italians have 
‘been able to recover the territory the latter 
ost in Libya, with the exception of Tobruk, 
and are now threatening Egypt. MOlitarily | 
it must be conceded, these happenings must’ 
be reckoned as reverses. But fortunately in| 
the world for which the Allies are fighting! 
there are factors more important than raill-| 
tary. ‘These are ‘honour and thé Empire's 
‘good name, and all will agree that in defence| 
‘of these priceless possessions—which | the| 
Nazis and the Ttalians long ago have destroy- 
ced in their own midst—risk and, if necessary, 
great sacrifice are worth while. 

The revelation that at no one time did 
[General Wavell, the commander-in-chief in 
‘the Near East, have more than two divisions 
available in his Libyan drive is remarkable. 
Tt throws yet another sinister light upon the 
courage and skill of the large Ttalian armies 
which were so heavily defeated, Italian 
prisoners taken by this small force numbered 
over 180,000. Let Mussolini ponder upon 
this fact.’ Let him also check up with Mar- 
shal Graziani, his defeated commander who, 
It will be remembered, reported in most ex- 
travagant terms on the tremendous strength 
of the British armies he was battling—or 
rather, running away from. ‘This same Mus~ 
solini, Mir, Churchill described as an “absurd 
impostor.” Said he: “I dare say you have 
read in the newspapers that by a special pro- 
clamation the Italian dictator had congratu- 

in army in Albania on thelr 
glorious victory over the Greeks. Here sure- 
ly Is the world’s record in the domain of the 
ridiculous and the contemptible.” And h 
described the fate which awaits this man a! 
“to be abandoned to public justice and uni- 
versal scorn.” So far the second part of the 
fate has come true. Mussolini is universally 
scorned. Tt only remains to ensure that he 
is brought before public justice. 

Probably most inspiring of all references in| 
/Me. Churchill's speech were those made in 
‘connection with his recent tour of bombed 
ports and cities in Britain, which he described 
as similar to going on to the bridge of a 
fighting ship. Tt is noteworthy that Mr. 
Churchill did not dwell upon the damage, as 
‘any of the Nazi leaders would certainly have 
done and have done in the past. Instead he 
femphasized “the triumph of life of battered 
cities over the worst fire and bombs could 
do” and deseribed this “triumph” as “a vin- 
ication of the civilized and decent way of 
living we have been trying to work for and 
towards in our island.” That is what Nazi 
bombs, designed to break the moral of the 
British people, have eucceeded in doing. They 
have, in the words of the Prime Minister, 









































THE CATHEDRAL SCHOOLS 
‘April 29. 
The correspondence which appeared in| 
these columns last week relative to a sugges- 
tion for the amalgamation of the Cathedral 
School for Girls and the Cathedral School for 
Boys has raised a question which deserves 
the earnest consideration of all concerned,— 
parents as well as the school authorities. ‘The 
ase which has already been presented seems 
to be a strong one. ‘The boys are housed| 








in makeshift quarters, not entirely suitable, 
but the best that can be obtained at the 


moment. ‘There is a possibility that school 
fees may have again to be increased, though 
already some parents are beginning to feel! 
the pinch. The girls are accommodated in 
spacious grounds and suitable premises in. 
‘Avenue Haig, and it is claimed by one cor- 
respondent that both building and grounds 
are sufficient to house both institutions. Tt 
{is suggested that if the two schools were com- 
bined considerable cconomies - could be 
effected, and for this contention there appears 
to be at least prima facie justification. It 
must naturally be the desire of all Britons 
who can afford it, and even those who at 
present cannot that the edueation of their 
children shall proceed along British lines and 
that they shall suffer no deprivation in this 
respect by separation from the home land. 

Tf there are any who still object to co- 
education they should remember that the 
system has been tested out over several 
‘Gecades, arid that with regard to national and 
other foreign schools in China the two 
Cathedral Schools appear to be the only 
exceptions. ‘The results achieved in co-| 
educational schools in China have proved to| 
be good. The only questions which have to 
be answered" are as to whether such an| 
amalgamation is expedient, and whether! 
there is In it a promise of keeping the cost 
of the education of British children within’ 
the limits of the purses of most of their 
parents. Bound up in both questions is the| 
matter of ‘economy. Correspondents have 
pointed to the possibility of even further i 
fereases in the cost of coal next winter. 
Should that indeed be the case the cost will 
undoubtedly fall upon the parents of scholars, 
and the argument here seems to be. that! 
‘whereas it may take two tons of coal to heat 
the two schools separately the amount neces- 
sary in the event of amalgamation would be 
ut one ton. 

It does not follow that combination of the! 
two schools would halve running expenses, 
but there are grounds for believing that sub- 
stantial economies might be effected through- 
out the whole of a co-educational structure 
which are not possible under existing con~ 
ditions, carefully as the two schools are 
managed. The fact has'to be faced that, if 
school fees rise above certain limits, parents 
will probably be obliged to send their child- 
ren elsewhere and if that were carried too! 
far the raison d’étre of the two schools might. 
ultimately disappear simply because there: 
were not enough pupils to make use of their 
facilities. ‘That may even come by the fur- 
ther evacuation of British women and child- 
ren from Shanghai, but in the meantime the 
sole concern of those who advocate amalga 
mation is that the future of at least one 
school shall be secured and that at not too 
Prohibitive a cost. 

‘Without presuming: to pass: Judgment one| 
‘way or another it is suggested that this is a 
matter which requires the most careful and 
urgent consideration. |The suggestion by one 

it that the British “community 
should find £500 or £1,000 towards the 
maintenance of the schools ‘will probably not 
find much response from those concentrating 
upon swelling the war funds. ‘They will 
rightly point out that at this time winning 
the war is the most important thing upon 
which to concentrate at this time. 
On the other hand it might be possible 
to find a somewhat smaller sum’ 
if it were clearly shown that everything had 
been done to provide Britons with proper 
education as economically as possible. If that 
can only be done by amalgamation then the 
question of amalgamation must be very care- 
fully considered, That may very well be 
‘assisted by the formation of a parents’ com 
mittee to co-operate with those responsible 
for the administration of the two schools. 
Quite clearly the writers to the correspond- 
ence columns have made out a case for in- 
vestigation, and it is to be hoped that the 
whole matter will be thoroughly gone into 
with a minimum of delay.

Japanese Make Progress 
Ningpo, Apr."21, 

‘With a multispronged Japanese 
offensive sweeping inland in Chekiang 
following capture of Ningpo yesterday} 
morning, a development which cut off 
Chungking’s supply line in this region, 
Japanese forces. driving toward un- 
‘disclosed, sectors this morning seized 
Shihehi, 7-km. south of Ningpo, fleld 
reports reaching here said, 

‘Twelve Japanese detachments, it 
was reported, which played a pro- 
minent part In the capture of Ningpo, 
hotly pursued Chinese forces to enter 
‘Shihehi at-9 am, 

‘At’ Ningpo, mopping operations 
were entirely’ completed by seven 
O'clock last night, with eight Japan 
exe units crossing’ the Yuyao River to 
push on to sectors west of the city.

‘This afternoon the Press Bureau of

Rice Riots Oceur 
In Wusih 
Shanghai, Apr. 22. 


A big rice riot is reported to have 
taken place in Wusih where the price 
‘of vice has reached the $100 mark 
thus ereating a new record in that. 
‘occupied district, On “Saturday last 
‘about 200 poor people stormed one 
‘of the rice shops in the district and 
stole about two piculs of rice and 
yellow beans, states the new regime's 
Dress. They went, to two other rice 
shops but shop assistants took pre- 
cautions which, prevented the| 
poor from stealing rice. The police 
arrived too late to make arrests. It is 
‘admitted that authorities in” the 
district, so far, have failed to control 
the rice situation, which is sold to| 
have been aggravated by the mani 
‘pulations of profiteers. 

Other reports appearing in the 
new regime's press also indicate that 
the rice situation ig serious in the 
cecupied areas in this part of the 
country as a whole, It is reported that 
recently the Japanese -Ambassarlor 
accredited to the new reghme sent a 
Tepresentative to Tokyo to negotiate 
for help in settling the problem. 
‘The representative has returned to| 
Nanking having successfully achieved 
hig mission, He was welcomed by the 
new Chinese officials serving on a 
foodstuff committee. It is admitted 
that the riee erop during the last year 
‘was bad and that the new crop will 
ot be enough to meet the demand. 
As a result of the Tokyo trip, the 
‘supply will be increased, it is said. 

In Shanghai, the rice situation re- 
mains to be serious despite the act 
that the Settlement authorities nave 
ordered the Shanghai Rice Mhrket 
not to inereaso prices above those 
‘quoted on April 16, which created 
2 new record. The official step then 
taken by the Council was criticized 
by the Chinese press as being too 
late since the order came when pro- 
fiteers were satisfied with their ille- 
mally obtained profit. During the past| 
few days, profiteers have defied the 
order again, indulging in obtaining] 
what is termed “allowances” besides 
the price money. Prices are following 
‘an upward trend. Both the native 
end Saigon rice have surpassed the 
$120 mark,

“rhe Nurses’ Training School has 
keen going along almost as in the 
days before the war. though there 
have been too many junior nurses in 
proportion to the small number with 
experience back of them. A class of

Dr. J. Pan, chiet of the 
ment of Medicine says that 
year 1940 there were 1.063 admissions 
‘and 1,068 discharges, With the hos- 
pital now operating at full capacity, 
it Is not surprising to see the rapid 
increase in the number of admissions 
this year over that of the last by 
308 per cent. ‘The average hospital 
days per patient was 140 days, The 
per cent. hospital days free increas 
ed 94 (1939) to 187; that is. ap- 
proximately one out of Ave hospital 
days was free for poor patients.” 
‘Similar fine work is reported in 
‘the Surgical Department. under the 
care of Dr. R. P. Y. Sun, who re- 
ports as follows:—"During’ the year

“On account of unstable political 
conditions the percentage of gunshot 
‘wound cases has reached the highest 
yank. Appendicitis was next and. 
‘burns third. The burns were nearly 
all caused by robbers torturing peo- 
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In view of the numerous. opium 
cases duting recent months in which 
Chinese citizens figured as offenders 
in opium smoking cases, the Chi- 
nese” Consul-General’ here, Dr. C. 
Kuangson Young. has written to the 
Philippine Government reiterating his 
readiness to co-operate with the 
authorities in the deportation of those 
who may be convicted. 

He stated: 

“During recent years, the Chinese 
Government has redoubled its efforts 
to rid the nation of the opium evil. 
In January 1935, under the Super- 
visor-Generalship of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, a six-year opium 
prohibition plan was put into effect. 
covering the entire field of 
prohibition ‘against. planting, trank- 
portation, ‘sale, and smoking. In a 
circular felegram dated December 90, 
1040, Genoral Chiang Kai-shek ari- 
nounced to the public the successful 
eonelusion of the prohibition cam 
paign, 

“The Chinese Government is desit~ 
ous to offer its co-operation, through 
iis diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives, to the governments, na- 
tional and local, of other countric 
wherein there afe Chinese zesidents, 
with a view to suppressing the opium 
evil, so far as the Chinese nationals 
‘are’ concerned, in accordanece with 
Yocal laws, 

“The Chinese Consul-General has 
already had occasion to inform His 
Excellency the President of the 
Commonwealth Government the 
readiness of his Office and of the Chi- 
nese community ia the Philippines to 
assist and co-operate, whenever de- 
sired, in the interest of the enforce- 
ment of existing laws so far as the 
Chinese residents are concerned. He 
takes this opportunity to reiterate 
such readiness. 


Violation of Opium Laws 


“Recently the attention of the 
Chinese Consulate-General has been 
attracted to certain reports appearing. 
in the local press as to the violation 
of opium laws by Chinese nationals 
residing in the Philippines. 

“On the one hand, the Chinese 
Consul-General has already called 
into conference responsible persons 
of the leading Chinese organizations 
in Manila o form a committee to 
urge, through proper channels and 
with’ appropriate methods, the Chi- 
nese in the Philippines not to become 
the vietims of the opium evil; and, to 
provide ways and meane for’ the un- 
fortunate addicts to rid themselves of 
the habit, 

In the other hand, as a definite 
warning to the opium traMokers and 
addicts, he would weleome the im- 
Position of the severest penaities ac- 
cording to law against those who are 
‘convicted by the courts.” 

In the cases reported recently in 
the press, Consul-General Young 
offered his full co-operation for tho 
deportation of those convicted accord 
ing to law if desired by the authorl-

theatre ten Japanese, including one 
woman, were shricking with pain. 
Two rows of seals wore blasted by 
the explosion, 

At the same time, ond not more 
than a hundred steps away, another 
time bomb went off at the Towa 
‘Theatre, leading Japanese cinema. 
house th Shanghai. The missile, ac~ 
cording to investigations, was piaced 
‘at approximately the same place as 
in the Ritz, in the middle of the 
theatre, Tt was at this cinema that 
the three bluejackets were wounded. 
‘They were immediately taken to the 
Japanese naval hospital. ‘The other 
injured men were civilians. 


Parties ot Japanese Naval forces 
were at the seenes of Lombings less 
than five minutes later and threw 
a cordon, surrounding the entire 
Chapoo, Haining, North Szechuen and 
Woosung Road’ area, stopping all 
Chinese and searching them thorough- 
Jy before allowing them to proceed. 
All the bridges over the Soochow 
‘and Hongkew Creeks. wore closed at 
‘About 3.50 pm, and all tram, includ 
ing Japanese buses, was suspended, 


Search parties operated practically 
in every part of the Hongkew and 
eastern “districts over the Soochow 
Greek, but although every Chinese 
Was searched, no one was arrested. 
Up toa Infe hour yesterday, the 
Shanghai Municipal Police had de- 
tained no one, although it was sald 
that the Japaneve Naval Landing 
Party had ‘taken several Chinese for 
Questioning.

Caravans of Cars

On Tuesday, for every 100 piculs of

Hongkong to Send 


Rice to Shanghai 


Shanghai, Apr. 25. 
‘The Council has now made arrange. 
ments with the Rice Controller of 
Hongkong which, barring unforeseen 
‘and/or uncontrollable elrcurmstances, 
will enable the Council to place at 
the disposal of the Shanghal market 
regular and substantial quantities of 
rice which will suffice to solve the 
Shanghai rice problem so far as sup- 
plieg are concerned, an S.M.C. com- 
munique issued yesterday stated. 
Js determined that 
these supplies shall be made available 
to the public at the lowest possible 
cost and is making arrangements ac- 
cordingly. 

"The Council has already obtained 
fan option on a quantity of 5,000 tons 
‘which has been offered to representa 
tives of the Rice and Cereals Guild 
fon terms which should ensure that 
this quantity wilt be made available 
to the public at prices very sub- 
stantially below those now ruling, the 
communique concluded. 


Refused to Go to Market 


Representatives of retail rice shops 
in both foreign areas, who have been 
‘Keeping the Shanghai population sup- 
plied with its dally quota of rice by 
buying rice from the Shanghai Rice 
Market in Foochow Road, refused to 
go into the Market yesterday. In- 
‘stead they awaited action against 
Profiteers, who have been demanding 
“allowances” in addition to the price 
money which action, in a large mea- 
sure, has been responsible for the 
record prices quoted by the shops. 
Tt was learned that they had de- 
elded to boycott the Market for three 
days commencing yesterday as It was 
stated it would be diffcult to con- 
tinue business unless the authorities 
put a stop to the “allowance” system 
In which profteers follow prices of- 
ficlally allowed in name only. Mid- 
dlemen did not show up either. 
Profiteers, who have been hoarding 
rice still refused to sell thelr grain 
according to the prices officially 
Kmlted by the authorities. As a re- 
sult there were only a few transac 
tions in the Market, which was closed 
earlier than usual 
‘There are about 1,000 retail rice 
shops in Shanghal and managers of 
these shops also have been complain- 
ing against the manipulation in the 
Market by “rice worms.” as rice pro- 
teers are called. On Wednesday. 
‘managers of these shops held a meet 
ing at which they decided to petition 
the authorities to do away with the 
“allowance” system so. that they 
could obtain rico at smaller prices. 
Rice merchants here have been dis- 
cussing the question of buying rice 
collectively from Hongkong for some 
time. It Is Tearned that authorities 
of Hongkong recently sent a repre- 
sentative to see authorities in Shang- 
hal and that they offered to sell be- 
tween 200,000 and. 250,000 begs of 
Rangoon rice monthly to this city 
under official supervision. . ‘There 
| would be no profiteering in this 
‘transaction, but it Js stressed here 
that the rice situation will remain 
very serious unless the extorbitant 
demand for allowances is done away 
with by the authorities.

Measles Prevalent 
Here in March 


Shanghal, Apr. 23. 
‘The S. M. C, Public Health Report 
for March states that with the ex- 
‘ception of measles, which was mo- 
Gerately ‘prevalent, the incidence of 
communicable diseases continued to 
be remarkably low. Only three cases 
of ‘smallpox were notified. but in. 
spite of the fact that this disease 1s 
‘absent from Shanghai this year, a 
record attendance was registered on 
‘All Flowers Birthday," on which 
date over 40,000 persons were vac 
cinated, Although on this occasion 
favourable weather conditions were} 
fa help, it is eledr that the protective 
Value of vaceination against small- 
pox Is recognized by the great ma- 
Jority of the local population, 
Foreign births in the month totalled| 
132.96 being Japanese. Over £5,000, 
Chinese births" were recorded. of, 
which 2,687 took place on "All Flow- 








fers Birthday.” There were G4 deaths 
famong the resident foreign com- 
munity, the major causes being 





tuberculosis. bronchitis, measles and 
cerebral haemorrhage. Chinese deaths 
to the number of 4.500 were recorded, 
‘A-Renoral increase in diseases 
the respiratory group was noted, al 
though other communicable diseases 
showed little change. ‘Two hundred 
and sixty-two cases of measles were 
fled, resulting in 128 deaths. Re- 
lapsing’ Fever among Chinese also 
showed a moderate increase, 


Market Conditions 


‘Throughout the month supplies of 
vegetables were fairly steady, and 
prices showed litle fluctuation. To- 
wards ‘the end of the month tha| 
supply of beef, buffalo meat and veal 
‘deeame rather short. with a conse 
quent rise in price. “Pork supplies 
were fairly well maintained, a slight 
Aeccrease in price being noted towards 
‘the end of the month. A number of 
market .stall-holders in. the various 
markets were prosecuted and fined. 
for possessing incorrect scales and 
falling the exhibit price lists. 

Cholera inoculations totalling 9,604 
were performed in the month. com- 
pared to 6,773 for February. Plague 
Prevention’ work continued unabated 
inthe period. 

Five Jewish’ and 15 Chinese camps 
housed 2,010 and 15301 refugees re- 
spectively. The “Federation” beggar 
camp on Tifeng Road was reported 
to be grossly over-erowded, with alle 
round bad conditions. Since it open-| 
ed in January 271 deaths have 
‘occurred at this camp. chiefly of drug 
addicts. Conditions at’ the other 
camps were reported to be satis~ 
factory,

During the course of the chase, the 
policemen opened fire at the fleeing 
Gesperadoes, who retaliated. Finally, 
fone of the robbers was brought down 
on Tue du Consulat, He sustained 
‘two wounds and was taken {0 a hos- 
pital,” His pistol. was selzed by ‘the 
Police,

Shanighal, “Apr, 22, 

Reports yesterday conflicted in the 
case of the strike amone elly's car- 
penters and masons, with pro-Nanking

‘The pay of these employees, it was 
reported yesterday, -varles from $20 
to $20, On several ‘occasions. the em- 
ployees have approached their manai~ 
fers and asked them to increase the 
wages and to give them half a pieul 
of rice per mensem, No agreement has 
been reached and Chinese sources re- 
ported yesterday that a strike would 
break out, unless managers of shops 
found a way out. 

‘Approximately 1,000 employees of 
spectacle shops have resumed work 
after a strike lasting more than two 
weeks. ‘The terms of agreement were 
Teported to include a daily rice allow- 
famee of 70 cents and an increase tn 
pay, ‘There is also a clause specifying 
that workers will receive extra rice 
allowance should the cost increase in 
future.

Worried over a loss. ‘of | $25,000, 
misappropriated, by his employee, 
Mr, Harry G. Kessel. young German 
rofugce, committed suicide on Sun- 
day evening by jumping from the 
eleventh floor of Willow Court, at 
44 Route de Bolssezon, He met 
instant death.

What the deal was. about 
remained a mystery. which might 
be solved only by the arrest of the 
employee, ‘The culprit was told to 
negotiate’ the purchase and | was 
entrusted with "the sum, Nothing 
hhas been ‘heard of him since. 

Peter Zee, according to the late 
Mr, Kessel, ‘had beon his employes 
for about six months and had won 
his trust by being honest and accurate 
in his work. ‘The deceased was 
‘engaged in export business, 

“Apparently chagrined "over 
loss, the deceased decided to on 
fe’ and realized his plan at 8 pm. 
‘on Sunday. He had dinner with 
his wife and then left the apartment, 
His dead body was found. on the 
pavement a few minutes tater, In

number of prisoners. At present, it 
fs stated, there are only 1,300 pri- 
soners in the prison in the Conces- 
sion, showing a decrease in number 
‘of 800 oF 600 prisoners when com- 
pared with the courts ‘maintained 
by. the Chungking officials. 

"Amateur criminals and old offend 
ere are often given prison sentences 
‘smounting to less than six months 
#0. as to make them pay. for the 
law provides that those drawing six 
months must be imprisoned but that 
those receiving smaller prison terms: 
may be fined. to offsct the prison 
terms, The repart asserts that the 
public has expressed anxiety over 
the situation as a consequence of the 
alleged change of judicial system by 
the new court oMeials. 


Meals Cut Down 


Instead of having three _meals 
daily, the prisoners in the Conces- 
sion court are now entitled to only 
two meals, the report says. Since 
April 18, the first congee meal served 
at 6 am. has been abolished. The 
quality of rice has become worse, 
It being alleged that about 40 per 
cent. of the prisoners’ rice is not 
Flee. Beans are mixed and cooked 
with rleo, Food ‘for sick prisoners 
IS sald to be of the Inferior kind as 
compared with before, it is sald. 

Tt Is interesting to’ reall in this 
connection that in the past, erim~ 
nals sentenced by the First ‘Special 
District Court in the Settlement 
often invented stories of robberies 
they were suppased to have com- 
mitted in the French Concession s0 
‘as to make the Settlement judges 
transfer them to the Concession 
court where prisoners enjoyed much 
better treatment, particularly food, 
Such a trick may not be played by.

Second Attack on 
Wealthy Merchant 


Shanghal, Apr. 24. 
Another attempt to intimidate Mr. 
}Pel Shul-chia, owner of the Sai Kyi 
Flour Shop at 122 North Chekiang 
Road, was made carly yesterday 
morning, when ,a terrorist threw a 
bomb Into the “shop. The missile, 
however, failed to explode, The 
thrower ‘was apprchended by Chinese 
policemen a few minutes later as he 
was trying to escape, This is the 
second attempt on the wealthy Chi- 
ese merehant, the first having been 
made exactly a month ago, when two 
[gangsters tried to carry thé flour shop 
Jowner away. ji 

‘The case is in the hands of Detec- 
tive Sub-Insp, D. M, McLennan of 
the West Hongkew police station and 
Jaccording to investigations made, the 
terrorist appeared at the entrance to 
the shop at 7.38 am, and tossed a 
parcel inside, ‘C.P.C, 2709, detailed to 
/guard the shop since'the first attempt, 
junwrapped the packet and, seeing its 
contents, ran out and went after the 
terrorist, whistling for help, 

Two other Chinese constables, on 
Jéuty Inthe vicinity, joined in’ the 
Jchase and managed to arrest the 
thrower, ‘Taken to the station, the 
latter confessed to have thrown ‘the 
missile, of Mills type, and stated that 
fie had been paid by’ another man to 
4o 0, Who the man was, the arrested 
man could not say, He could not say, 
either, why the man wanted to bomb 
the flour shop. 

‘The first attempt on the Chinese 
merchant was made on the morning 
of March 24, when Mr. Pel narrowly 
Jescaped from the clutches of kidnap- 
ers, who held him up just outside 
the “flour shop, One of them was 
armed with a mauser, 

When the would-be victim arrived 
Jat his shop in his private car, he was 
approached by the two men and ws 
jordered to get back into the vehicle, 
When he refused to do so, the armed 
man fired a shot, wounding him. in 
the right thigh, He was taken to the 
Lester Chinese ‘Hospital, where he re= 
mained for a few days, recuperating 
from the wound, 

Mr, Pei is not known to belong to 
jany political organization and it is 
believed that both attacks have been 
made by gangsters with mercenary 
views. It is also thought that the two 
affairs are closely connected, 





Hoarder Gets All 
Goods Confiscated 


Shanghal, Apr. 28, 

A Chinese sauce shop manager in 
the western district who has. becn 
hoarding more than 600 cases of 
petrol and about 200 enses of candles, 
waiting for prices to. go up, wa 
unished by the Japanese military of, 
Saturday when a raid was conducted 
by the military on a shop building 
edjoining the sauce shop In Slecawel 
near Avenue Haig. According to the 
Jeading Chinese dailies, the Japanese 
took eway all the goods hoarded by 
the shop manager, Shi Wen-yao, who 
hhad ded before the Japanese arrived.

A Reader’s Query 


To the Editor of the

Sim—I sock guidance on the matter| 
of “pirated” books, 

1am told that there is no law of! 
copyright in China, and that to buy 
“pirated” books is to aid and abet 
dishonesty, since each “pirated” copy 
ought. means a loss of royalty to 
the ‘author. But does it?

Sir, for extending to 
me the courtesy of your columns on 
a matter which affects literslly thou. 
sands of people—well, his” letter 
seems in rather poor taste, and it 
quite evades the’ specifle ‘points 1 
raised.

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The money collected by this fund 
is allocated for the immediate reliet 
of distress and not for investment to 
Yarlous “societies and. organizations 
whieh in different ways and different 
ploces carry out the Fundy overall 
purpose. At January 13 this year the 
Fund had-reeelved £282.000 and had 
distributed to 52 societies and organ- 
zations £206,700 leaving the balance

increase was far more than offset by 
the greatly enhanced general-running 
expenses which have had to be met. 
This Is forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that the Vestry were only just, 
able to balance thelr own budget and 
end the year with a credit balance 
of $123.83. thus rendering it im- 
possible for them to contribute any- 
thing to the ‘Trustees’ account. In 
1980. they had been able to do so to 
the ‘extent of no less than $6,000. 

‘One way in which it might be 
possible substantially to improve the 
Cathedral's finances would be to 
arrange for a thoroughly well 
organized “drive” towards securing, 
& material inerease in the number 
Of regular subseribers and/or donors. 
Tt should be borne in mind that, quite 
apart from earing for the spiritual 
heeds and requirements of a large 
section of the foreign community.

Violation of the Lolteries Act of 
1924, In the publication on April 2 
and’ 7, of advertisements of the Lo- 
terle de Blenfaisance, more common- 
ly known as the French Reliet Lot- 
tery and of a list of winning tickets 
fon April 9, was alleged against the 

forth China ina 
ummons brought by Dr.’ C. W. 
Rankin, of the Fundamentalist Mis 
slon, which was heard before the Re 
qistrar, Me, C. H. Haines in HM. 
Police Court yesterday. ‘The proceed- 
Ings were adjourned until 10 am. on 
‘Tuesday next, ‘The defence conduct 
‘ed by Mr. J. R, Jones was a negation 
‘of thie applicability of the Act to 
China, “An adjudication by this 
‘court that this is an offence must in- 
volve and connote the unlawéulness 
of the lotteries in China. ‘That is the 
‘essence of the whole thing," counsel 
declared after referring also to. the 
Whinese National State Lottery, Me. 
Jones entered a formal plea of not 
‘gulligs to all charges. 

Tn. the course of a lengthy legal 
‘argument Mr, Jones submitted also 
that to adjudicate that, an offence 
had been committed would be against 
certain principles of English law and 
‘argued that any interference what 
‘ever with the operation of authorized 
fotteries, was against the comity of 
nations, 

“it the British Minister jointly with 
ministers of other countries with 
whom the King is at amity has under 
the authority of the Order-in-Coun- 
oil of 1025 (Article 210) which 
thas statutory force here, enter into an 
agreement jointly with’ others to en- 
able a lottery to be permitted in 
the International Settlement and 
hag the force of law as 
stated in the Order-in-Council and. 
as. the operation of the lottery has 
been permitted by the S.M.C. i sul 
mit that this court cannot say that 
the lottery is unlawful in the Settle. 
‘meng, unless it is prepared to say that 
the British Minister had no pow 
to approve of the bye-law concerned’ 
(Bye-Law 34) counsel submitted at 
the close of a lengthy argumont. ‘The 
Land Regulations and bye-laws must 
be taken judicial cognizance of by the 
court he said, as they are binding on 
British subjects by virture of ‘the 
Order-in-Couneil of 1925, whiere the 
British Minister may’ join the 
ministers of friendly foreign powers| 
to make and adopt municipal regula 
tion of any foreign -concession, oF 
settlement in China, he said, ‘The 
dye-laws only operate after’ being, 
passed and approved by consuls and| 
ministers of treaty powers, or a ma- 
jority of them. Bye-law 34 he ex: 
plained, enables the council t6 licens 
‘or permit lotteries. Tk mist be pr 
sumed on the principle of “Omnia 
‘praes muntur rite esse acta,” that this 
bye-law was duly passed and au- 
thorized, Re 

Dr. Rankin at the outset said he 
was a missionary and president of 
the University of China, a Fund 
mental Institution and’ a voting 
Yatepayer and also was an American 
citizen. In these capacities, he said. 
ho was very much interested in seeing, 
that laws ‘were enforeed in Shang- 
hai, hence the purpose of the pro- 
secution, He added that he was 69 
and had lived in China since 1912. He 
‘was willing to withdraw the case if 
the paper agreed to cease future 
‘publications of the advertisements, 

In reply to Mr. Jones he submitted 
that in the wording of the Act all| 
lotteries were unlawful in Britain or| 
elsewhere and the wording was in-| 
tended to embrace even cases lke| 
the present one. Perhaps in a case| 
of conflict of laws, he sald, British| 
laws would give precedence to other 
Taws, but not in cases involving the 
morals of her own people which, 
would defeat the intention of Parlia- 
ment, He submitted that under ex- 
‘trality laws that British laws, should 
regulate the activities of Britons in| 
China, Tt would seem, he caid. that 



























































serve a supervision by Britain on the| 
moral integrity of her people here. 

‘He went to declare that there were| 
four great legal principles: life, 
Uberty, property and the pursuit of 
happiness. it had been Iald down he| 
sald. that one’s property should not| 
bbe taken away. Gambling in his sub- 
‘mission would do just that. He de- 
seribed lotiery as a gambling agency 
Which. stirred the cupidity of man| 
‘and aroused his desire to get some- 
thing for nothing. Property was| 
taken from one without payment or| 
‘compensation. All elvilized countries. 
he declared, had recognized gambling| 
‘a5 a serious crime and had legislated | 
‘against it, including China and all| 
great countries of the world, and 
Great Britain, had said to her people| 
"lotteries are prohibited. ‘They are 
unlawful” ‘The Act in his submission 
did not stress the lawfulness of lot- 
{erles and it was immaterial whether | 
some authorities permitted it. ‘The| 
‘Act per se, discountenanced all lot- 
teries. The question of the comity of 
nations raised by Mr. Jones, he de- 
flared, had no bearing on the China| 
situation. If there was a conilict be-| 
tween foreign and Chinese Taws. no| 
‘question of comity of nations would| 
arise since extrality had done away| 
‘with it all, 

Dr. Rankin before the proceedings|

Greek Armies Were 
Forced to Surrender

Stirring Message of Hope, Confidence 
Broadcast By Mr. Winston Churchill 


London, Apr. 28. 


MESSAGE of hope and quiet confidence was broadcast to the 

nation and Empire last night by the Prime Minister, Mr. 

Winston Churchill, who, in stirring words, reaffirmed the inflexible 
determination of the British people “to conquer or dic.” 

No prudent man, he- said, would doubt that the eventual de- 
feat of the Dictators was certain in view ofthe resolution of the 
British and American Democracies, “who are determined that the 
cause of freédom shall not be ‘trampled “down, nor: the tide of 
world progress turned backwards by the criminal dictators.” 


In the course of his long speech Mr. 
Churchill, among other things, made 
the astounding revelation that Gen- 
eral Sir Archibald Wavell, in tis all 
conquering drive against the ttalians 
in the Libyan desert, was never able 
to muster more than two divisions oF 
about 30,000 men. 

Ho also gave a detatled explanation 
of the reasons which prompted Bri- 
tain to send troops to Greece, pald a 
‘tribute to the British people for the 
‘manner in which they were standing 
up to the ruthless German air raids, 
‘welcomed America's action in order- 
ing her fleet and flying-boats to 
patrol the Western Hemisphere, and 
‘sald the vital Battle of the Atiantic 
had entered upon a more favourable 
phase, 

‘Mr, Churchill urged his listeners 
not to lose thelr sense of proportion 
‘or become discouraged or alarmed by 
the present developments in Europe 
and Africa. 

‘The British nation, he declared, “is 
stirred and moved ‘ag it never’ has 
‘deen at any time in Its long, event 
ful train of history, and ft is now a 
hackneyed figure of speceh to say 
that the British nation means to con 
quer or die.”

INCONVENIENCIES OF WAR 
By O. M, Gneew 


One thing, which reduces us; if not exactly 
to gloom, at any rate to extreme exaspera~ 
tion is the difficulty of obtaining the brands 
of cigarettes and tobacco Londoners want. 
‘There is nothing in which man is so con- 
servative as in his smoking tastes and to 
have to put up with something different from 
what he is accustomed to is worse than an 
air raid, In London one can usually get’ 
what one wants, though oddly enough the 
big shops are often much worse stocked than 
‘the little, ‘There is a tiny lock-up shop, floor 
space perhaps 6ft by 4{tt,, kept by a dried-up 
little old man who appears able to produce 
whatever one asks for as from Fortunatus's 
purse, whereas two quite large shops 50 yds. 
fon each side of him cannot muster above 
two or three of the more ignoble kinds of 
‘smokes, probably with cork tips. But in the 
provinces matters are far worse; in fact Mr. 
‘Nunn, Member for Newcastle (who has & 
keen interest in China) and some other. 
‘Members are to make a row in the Commons’ 
about it, A manufacturer states that in the 
first place the tobacco firms may only draw 
90 per cent. of their usual supplies; and 
secondly many more people are smoking now 
and smoking much more than in peace times. 
‘The Board of Trade adopting the usual ostrich 


attitude insists that there is no real shortage | hi 


of tobacco, which merely confirms the general 
belief that officials know nothing No doubt 
the trouble lies in our old enemy, difficulty 
of distribution. But if the Government don’t 
want to lose the war they will really have 
to do something about it. 

‘Yet another trouble is the real scarcity of 
yozor. blades. Even the Army, which is 
rightly given the first fruits of’ everything, 
begins to have diMculty in getting blades. 
‘You cannot drop tons of bombs on the enemy 
and fire: millions of shells at him and do 
all the other things which warfare demands 
‘and have enough steel over to keep the nation 
clean-shaven. ‘This is one respect in which I 
have the laugh over my friends. Years ago. 
1 inherited a set of razors of the so-call 
cut throat pattern, one for each day of the 
week, One of them is not a good one, but 
the other six take it in turns to do duty on 
‘his morning. They need setting perhaps once 
@ year and with ordinary care will last a 
century. And I hear of men who want a 
now blade for their machines once a week. 
‘There are advantages in being a Victorian. 

Since the tragle bombing of a very well 
Known café recently when a number of 
people were killed, followed by a similar 
disaster though on’ a smaller scale later it! 
4s said that Mr. Morrison is going to institute 
a curfew for dance rooms. In fact it is rather 
iMogical that theatres should be limited to 
matinees and performances ending at 9 or 
thereabouts while supper dances go on to 
any hour. For there are very few of them 
that take place in really safe underground’ 
iooms. One restaurant which was bombed 
to bits is not going to reopen at all. But as 
its stock of wine is said to be worth £40,000, 
the shareholders should get something in the 
cut-up. 

Hotels and clubs havo suffered not a littte 
from the war in reduced custom and reduced 
membership. A conspicuous example is, 
Grosvernor House in Park Lane, which has 
managed to get its rating value reduced from 
roughly £25,000 to £16,000. In one appeal 
on the subject of rates it was stated that in 
the first week of the war one West End hotel 
had_had banquets cancelled to the value of. 
£150,000, Banquets are the best source of 
hotel ‘revenue. 

‘The Service Clubs never had so large a 
membership or turned over so much money 
‘as now. Others, particularly political clubs, 
fare in a very bad way. Windham’s in St. 
James's Square, one of the oldest clubs in 
London, has closed with half-a-dozen others. 
The Thatched House keeps its head above 
water (with whatever you can afford to 
put in it) and does moderately well. 

‘The sudden death of Sir Walford Davies, 
‘Master of the King’s Musick, was a real loss 
to thousands of people who’ never saw him 
and knew, nothing about him but his weekly 
broadcasts on music. He began life as a choir 
boy in St. George's Chapel at Windsor, and 
developed into a superb organist and a very 
elegant composer with a charming gift of 
melody, He was a man of tremendous energy 
and enthusiasm who influenced the nation’ 
interest in music in a hundred ways. During 
the last war he was Director of Music for 
the R.A.F., organized singing for the troops| 
both ‘at home and abroad and prepared 
collections of music for them. In his native, 
Wales there was hardly a musical society 
which did not at one time or another know 
his kindly touch. 

But best of all were his weekly broadcasts 
on music. He had a peculiarly friendly and 
intimate way of talking and of expounding 
the beauties of such great musicians as Bach, 
Beethoven, Wagner and others—names per- 
haps rather alarming to some listeners—which 
completely fascinated all alike. And now 
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and, then he would illustrate his tale with 
a few bars on the plano or even a snatch 
fof song. Yes, this lovable helpful man will 
be very greatly missed. 

Another departure ‘is that of Miss Evelyn 
Millard. Her name means nothing to modern. 
playgoers, but older people will well re- 
member her. She was a reigning beauty, one 
‘of the loveliest women who ever appeared 
‘on the stage. She was not a great actress, 
though a competent one, but her beauty was 
enough. She was the ideal Princess Flavia in 
George Alexander's production of “The Pri- 
soner of Zenda” and she played frequently 
Hwith that Adonis, Lewis Waller. ‘Then going 
into management on her own account she 
made a great hit in “The Adventure of Lady 
Ursula” (the A-D.C. produced it somewhere 
about 1911). In due course she married and 
vanished from the stage. She had been ill 
for a long time before her death. But can 
anything so. lovely ever really die? Eheu 
fugaces!

‘There are little surprises to be found in the 
hills, such ag a Crested Lark singing from a 
low’ pereh, or a Wagiail bursting into un- 
expected song as two males fight over a female. 
‘The mewing of the gulls gives a note of sad 
ness, while comedy ig provided by an oceasional 
HIN’ Partridge flying away like a scared hen 
yelling blue murder in the approved farmyard 
fashion, Birds of prey are here in amazing 
variety: Merlin, Sparrow-Hawk, Kestrel and 
Falcon are all ‘hunting fairly ‘close to the 
ground, while a pair of Kiles: seem to keep 
‘guard over each hill-range on the lookout for 
Unconsidered trifles: a bluish-looking Montagu's 
Harrier appears alone and (his not being the 
breeding season) does not give any ‘exhibition 
fof the wonderful trick whereby one bird turns 
over in the alr to recelve the prey from its 
mate, Only yesterday a huge Shantung Eagle 
‘Owl passed so close to me that the great head 
3nd yellow-brown eyes were clearly seer as it 
jung through the air allent as a wind.blown 
Teaf. As T write these lines a gale is blowing 
outside and the sky is dark with clouds of 
“Gobi dust": and out of this welter there have 
just appeared two beautiful Hoopoes, diving into 
my ttle ravine for shelter. This place is, 
Indeed, full of surprises. The first Swallows got 
hereon April 10—three weeks after thelr 
‘Shanghal arrival, but the pair that build in my 
verandah are not yet here. There is as yet no 
sign of the Cuckoos which I heard in Shanghat 
Sust before T left on the Gth: true “gowks” 
apparently travel slowly —e.8.W. 

Welhaiwel, April 14—Down in the little 
cove next to my house many sea birds may be 
observed between halt and low tide. Small 
diving ducks scuttle in search of food beaten 
‘up by the waves as they surge round the rocks, 
‘while on the rocks themselves stand the Cor- 
morante—great lazy fishermen who All 
thelr qullets so easily during the spring sh- 
migrations which crowd our waters with any- 
thing from prawns to yard-long flatfish, And 
Jon every rock where the Cormorants stand and 
preen themselves, for nine hours out of twelve 
It they want to, at least a couple of Herring- 
gulls come to join them: there seems to be 
Jsome queer ‘kind of attraction “between 
these birds and I can only imagine that (ike 
most things in nature) it is based on food: 
Perhaps the Cormorants regurgitate something 
whieh the. gulls can eat—a disgusting but 
practical thought which I leave to others to 
follow up. By the way, I should mention that 
all ‘these’ Merring.gulls at present are the 
'Yellow-legged variety, not the “Pink-legged” 
mentioned by Professor Herklots in his list of 
‘Welhaiwel birds. The Cormorants I see arc of 
fat least two varieties which I cannot go" into 
for the present; 1 merely want to mention a 
few -of -thelr habits. Cormorants adopt some- 
thing between half-tofully-upright stance 
when resting on the rocks, which often gives 






































them an.appearance very much like that of a 
penguin; but they have a long neck on which 
the head is suddenly twisted, turned, outstret- 


ched or withdrawn in the most amusing man- 
nor: the birds are sitting in small rows and a 
Cormorant suddenly twists her head, lke a 
falkative Indy In a theatre, to tell the Indy 
behind her exactly what the’hero will do next. 
T have often described the manner in which 
the birds stand with both wings outstretched, 
making. them look like a Church lectern...but 
when they decide to dry one wing only, and

ing for such a long period last year and we 
found the first flowers of this hardy | annual 
‘open this morning: it will be interesting to) 
Rote how long the plants will remain In flower 
this year. ‘There is a fine collection of trees 
‘and shrubs in this garden and all were looking 
‘splendid when we “dropped in,” the thunder- 
storm had washed the. foliage ‘and the colour 
[schemes that are such a feature of the garden, 
‘were looking thelr best. Red and green maples, 
very large osmanthus, pines, beautiful cedar 

stately “dragon” junipers, lacs in full blo 
‘and umerous other shrub groups were broken 
here and there with large “snowballs” 
(Viburnum opulus) and “umpteen” species of 
bedding plants in flower. In front of the house 
‘we observed two charming clumps of anemones 














mixed seed: it is most interesting to grow these 
plants from seed, you never. know what lovely 
colours you are going to get; but provided the 
seed. is obtained from a nursery of repute, 
[disappointments are rare. Phlox drummondii 
is also a fine annual to grow and we saw 
plenty this morning, the best of all was a 
Searlet variety, but many of the others aro 
HWworthy of a piace in the garden. There were 
also several beds of the ‘Siberian Wallflower: 
(Cheiranthus “Allionst), “the brilliant orange 
colour of the Mowers of this plant is very strik. 
ing and it Js an excellent subject for forming 
‘a contrast in the general colour scheme. 
Crossing a bridge over the creck, we saw many’ 
‘clumps of the blue iris flowering in the water 
while “Flag” iris were commencing to bloom 
fon the banks. In the "South of the Creck” 
garden, numerous well-grown Cherries were 
Past thelr best, but still attractive and another 
member of the Spiraea family (Spiraea tritobata) 
‘was just beginning to bloom, Broad Beans) 
Jgalore were noticed in the vogetable garden 
ind many pods were ready for the table: this 
‘vegetable, when picked in a young state, is a 
[great favourite with many people. Green peas| 
‘were: also noticed in pod and many cabbages 
hhad decided to flower instead of forming hearts, 
perhaps the weather of late has been too warm 
for many of these plants. All the other crops 
Iwere looking healthy and strong and so were 
the ‘cabbage butterfles that we saw fluitering 
‘about the cabbage plants trying to find nice 
fender leaves upon which to deposit their eggs. 
This. bulterfly (Pleris canidia). is a nuisance 
Jand dozens of hungry caterpillars will be busy 
feating the tissues of the leaves shortly. The 
fardener was on the job, however, and the 
featerpiliars will nat be permitted to get, the 
Upper hand.

‘ent near Tsinanfu and as far south as Changsha 
in Hunan, The plant has evidently a very wide 
range and it is surprising that it has not found.

However, Mrs. Napier informs us that it is 
rather dimcult to transplant the shrub owing 
fo its habit of sending out long runner-like 
roots amongst the rocks. Tt appears that the 
‘ill “lilac” or wild “lilac” is generally found 
growing on grave mounds and that-it is prevent. 
ed from developing into large specimens by the 
faction of . people who collect all avail- 
able leaves and twigs in the Autumn for use 
fas fuel: plants are cut down regularly with a 
result that only a short length of stem is left 
for flowering the following Spring. ‘These short 
stems are always seen covered’ with flowers

Several varieties are found 
in seedsmen’s catalogues these days, the chief 
being “Blue Butterdy” and "Cambridge Bluc.” 
It was also interesting to learn that one of the 
Pasque flowers—a form of Anemone pulsatilla 
grows wild in the Tsinanfu hills, large areas 
being covered with plants bearing ‘lowers of a 
reddish mauve shade. It would appear that this 
lant {s also difficult to transplant, they like a 
‘well-drained place amongst stones and a sunny 
situation, so.

Apr. 24—The Sweet Bay tice (Laurus 
nobilis) ig Nowering at the present time; but 
this tree is better known for ity pleasantly 
‘econted leaves than by its flowers. The leaves 
fre often associated with rice puddings. We 
have heard it sald that the Bay Rum of ‘com- 
mere 1s made from the Sweet Bay; but this is 
fot s0, Bay Rum is prepared from the dried 
eaves and other parte of the Allspice (Pimenta 
cris). Another tree at present In flower is 
Phottnia Davidisoniae and this 1s a most useful 
subject for the shrubbery, as a matter of fact, 
it is considered by many to be one of the most 
handsome evergreens of Central China, Growth 
commences very early In the year and long 
before many trees have awakened from their 
Winter ‘sleep, the Photinia has young reddish 
stems three Gr four inches long and new leaves 
the same colour that look charming against the 
glossy dark green foliage of the previous year. 
During the Autumn, many of its leaves change 
colour and we often see berries hanging on the 
trees well into the Winter. Two more of our 
favourite trees are also in flower and people 
who. take advantage of the opportunity of 
visiting the Ewo garden on Sunday will prob. 
ably see both and we are sure that if the trees 
in that garden are in full bloom, visitors will 
agree with us when we say that there are few 
frees that can equal them in beauty. One is 
the West China’ Wood Oil tree (Aleurites 
Fordit) while the other is Paulownia 
imperiatis, the tree that was named 
falter Anna Paulownla, a Princess of the Nether- 
lands, The latter tree’ is also one of our native 
trees: its foxglove-like flowers 
shade and borne in long pani 
‘spicuous tree when in flower and cannot be 
‘passed by without a second glance.

Perhaps it the plants were 
to be pruned hard back each year, more flow-

Apr, 24-—The Chinese Windmill palm 
(Prachyearpus exeelsus) is now producing its 
‘small yellowish flowers: these appear on a 
spadix that grows about a foot long very ra- 
idly. A few days ago many palms were not 
Showing any signs of flowering, while today, 
branching flower stalks are issuing from lars 
brown sheaths on some of the plants; on 
others, the stalks are quite long. This hardy 
palm is gracoful in its young state; but when 
older, it becomes leggy and only looks well 
when’ several are grouped together, ‘The stems 
fof old specimens are covered with old 
sheaths and these collect all the dust in the 
neighbourhood, However, the palm is important 
commercially, for the ‘large leaf-sheaths are 
really pieces’ of fibre cloth and they are said 
to be ‘superior to coconut fibre. It is from 
‘these. sheaths that we obtain the palm fibre 
that we use so extensively for tying purposes 
in the garden, Darwin and May flowering Tulips 
ere making a fine display in many gardens at 
Present: these have a longer “life” than the 
early flowering tulips and we like thelr largo 
flowers which are produced on long strong stems 
well above the plants planted between then as 
a ground cover. Writing of ground covers, we 
fare reminded of an attractive bed of blue Ver- 
bbena that we saw the other day: the flowers 
had a white “eye; but the individual, florets 
were large and a deep shade of blue. We also 
saw several groups of Caesalpinia japontea in 
the same place, This is an excellent shrub for 
covering the banks of a ercek or pond. It 
grows rapidly when once established and pro- 
duces masses of canary-yellow lnburnum-like 
flowers in panicles, Tis follage 1s also attract. 
ive. and its loose spreading branches, covered 
with strong recurved prickles, are good sub- 
stitutes for strands of barbed wire. ‘The 
Cacsalpinia is. allied to Gleditsia, that well- 
armed tree we.sve.planted on some of our roads, 
‘and also to Poincana, the “Flame of the Forest 
‘which produces such fine displays of flowers 
fat Hongkong and other places where the climate 
is warmer than here—W.J.k.
